DR. VICTOR GOLDBLOOM 
TO ADDRESS ANNUAL MEETING 





Dr. Victor Goldbloom, Minister without 
Portfolio in the Government of Quebec Prime Minister 
Robert Bourassa will be the guest speaker at the 
Annual Meeting of the Sir George Williams Association 
of Alumni. The meeting will be held in the Faculty 
Club on the seventh floor of the Henry F. Hall Build- 
ing, beginning at 8:00 p.m. 

Dr. Goldbloom graduated from McGill Univer- 
sity in 1945 and established a practice as a pedia- 
trician. He is a former Vice-President of the Quebec 
College of Physicians and Surgeons. 

He was first elected to the National 
Assembly in 1966 as the representative for the D'Arcy 
McGee riding. He soon gained a reputation as a critic 
of the government's education policies. Dr. Goldbloom 
is now Minister Without Portfolio with responsibili- 
ties in the area of Health and Education. 

Dr. Goldbloom follows, as guest speaker, 
the pattern of attracting prominent citizens as 
speakers at Alumni Annual Meetings. The guest speaker 
at the 1968 meeting was Monseigneur Parent, head of the 
Parent Commission, while last year Robert Bourassa 
used the meeting to begin his campaign for leadership 


of the Liberal Party. 


AMENDMENT TO THE BYLAWS 


It is proposed to amend Article VIII, Sec- 
tion 1 (a) of the Bylaws of the Association in respect 
to the Board of Directors as follows: 

ARTICLE VIII BOARD OF DIRECTORS 
Section 1. There shall be a Board of Directors con- 

sisting of: 
a) Thirty directors, 15 of whom shall be 


elected each year for two years. 


N.B. Five of the new Directors will be appointed for 
a one year term, to take effect immediately, 


to fulfill the terms of the foregoing amendment.
